| THE FIRST MISSIONARIES. 

| Our Saviour, after having spent bis life in untiring 

benevolence, and before ascending to his native heay- 

| ens, probably in allusion to the twelve tribes of Israel, 

| elected twelve Apostles or Missionaries. To these, 
after having properly qualified and instructed them, 

| he left as a part of his legacy. a world to be converted. 

He directed that *‘ repentance and remission of sins, 

| should be preached in his name among all nations, be- 

| ginning at Jerusalem.” Agreeably to this command, 

i the first church was founded at Jerusalem. But the 
whole world was missionary ground. 

Before the days of Christ, we never hear of mis- 
sionaries to the heathen—with a solitary exception.— 
The exception to which I allude, is the case of Jonah, 

| who was sent to preach to the heathen at Nineveh, a- 
| bout 800 years before Christ. 
It was not till several years after the ascention of 
Christ, that a single Gentile was converted. But now 
the door was opened. ‘The Apostles hesitated—delay- 
‘ed no longer. It is said by ancteut history, that the 
| world was divided among them by lot. Be this as it 
| may, it is certain that they soon separated, ard went 
| from village to village. To this little number of mis- 
| sionaries, Paul was soon added. 
| With the exception of this man, the first missiona- 
| ries were not learned in the arts and sciences ;—were 
| ignorant of books and of men; yet they went forth un- 
supported by human aid—friendless—opposed by 
| priests, prejudices, princes, laws, learning, reasonings 
| of philosophy, passions and persecutions. And what 
was the result of their labors? We know buta little; 
| we can trace only a few of their footsteps. Yet we 
| know enough to astonish us. We know that by the 
labors of these missionaries, there are mentioned in 
'the New Testament, sizty-seren different places in 
| which Christian Churches were established by them; 
| some of which places, contained several churches.—
